3.  On  12  Janu':-/  1.956,  Special  Agent  JAII33  A.  R0G7.RS,  of  this  office, 
interviewed  Senator  at  the  Senate  Charrbers,  Colorado  State  Capitol 

Building.  Senator  verified  the  date  and  location  vrhere  he  had  seen 

the  object.  He  dor  I the  object  as  being  shaped  like  a dirigible,  slightly 
barrel-shaped  with  front  end  and  tapering  toward  the  tail.  He  corapared 

the  object  v/hen  ha  '•■'d  it  in  the  slcy  to  three-fourths  of  the  diameter  of 

a fifty  gallon  baircu  and  approximately  tv:ice  the  length  with  a tapering  tail. 

Ke  said  that  the  v/as  greenish-blue  in  color,  appeared  Ixi.ninous,  seemed 

to  be  of  a jelly-liU  i .substance  and  had  no  distinguishable  features.  The  ob- 
ject did  not  make  ai^v  .->ound  nor  was  any  e:chaust  or  trail  made.  He  estimated 
that  the  object  wa*?  r">''"'oxiinately  15,000  feet  elevation  above  sea  le\’’el,  trravelcd 
about  ten  miles  dur  ii.,,  his  observation  and  suddenly  disappeared  froai  view  over 
lit.  Mostas.  He  estimated  that  the  object  vjas  in  his  sight  for  approximately 
five  seconds  and  he  estimated  the  speed  of  the  object  as  being  about  one-half 
the  speed  of  a meteorite.  He  stated  that  the  object  suddenly  appeared  from 
view  almost  overhead  diving  at  approximately  a ^.'5  degree  an,gle,  leveled  off 
and  ascended  at  approximately  a 30  degree  angle  until  its  disappearance.  He 
stated  that  the  flight  line  of  th.a  object  would  have  baon  f-’om  south'west  to 
northeast.  He  estimated  the  altitude  of  the  object  approximately  7OOO  to  COCO 
feet.  Ke  said  that  the  time  of  the  sighting  was  aoproxirotely  I03O  hours  25 
Hovexlber  1955*  that  there  was  an  uhlimitec.  ceiling,  and  that  there  were  no 
clouds  or  thunderstorms  in  tbs  area.  In. coafilusion.  Senator  IMHte  stated 
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that  it  is  his  belief  th?.t  llr.  iirc  '.jr~.  MHMBHV,  o.cnors  of  th^  ■.l':’ir.e 
Cafe,  Halsenburc,  Colorado,  had  also  observed  an  unicer.tif icd  obj-ct  on  f..c 
sane  data  and  that  it  could  possibly  have  been  the  save  on  ' thet  he  h-.d  ob- 
served.

called  a vapor  trail.  He  said  that  the  object  3:‘‘“3rred  to  be  vhito  in  color, 
was  shaped  rcuyhly  like  a cigarette  with  a pure  white  colcr,  arc.arently  dic- 
ing at  the  top.  He  said  that  they  observed  the  object  for  appr o::i“.-*.t®l;' 
twenty  .ninutes  and  that  its  r.ovexent  wes  too  slow  for  n jet.  He  said  that 
t^.ere  were  no  clouds  in  the  s'.ey  on  that  day  and  there  is  no  norr.=l  air  travel 
in  that  area.  Ke  said  that  the  last  he  saw  cf  the  object  was  v;hen  he  was 
api'.roaching  hralsenburg  vjhen  it  apparently  disappeared  over  lit.  Balcy.
